Take heating oil, for example. 

Most household budgets suffered a severe shack 
this past winter from the increase in the cost of 
fuel, even though thermostats were turned down to 
less-than-comfortable settings.

Carined peaches?? Yes, canned peaches! 

They certainly don’t fall into the same category 
as sutures or catheters X-ray film or the many 
other items that are idéiiiied with hospitals but 
they’re an important item on patients’ diets. 

We had difficulty buying ‘canned peaches this 
year. In fact, there were times when you, the 
consumer could buy them ahd we couldn't. The 
reason was simply that the packers found that 
putting them up InNo. 3 cans. (the size you usually 
buy) was more profitable than packing them in No. 
10 cans (the size we buy). So, if We wanted them, we 
had fo buy the smatier, more expensive size. When 
we could get them the price had increased by 10 per 
cent, from $12.15 a case to $13.45...and we bought 
232 cases during the year. 

No matter how you slice them, that one item 
alone cost us an additional $301.60. 


Meat is another important item on the patient's 
diet. But like all*consumers we are concerned with 
quality and to get this, we found we had to pay 15-20 
per cent more this year than last 


Last.year we bough! 131,400 eggs. That’s 10,950 


dozen. 
But the price had increased from 55 cents a dozen 


to 81 cents.,.a healthy increase of 47 per cent that 
transtated into a total e9g bill of $8869.50. 
That's @ fair amount of egg money!
